We have taken the list of those 
registering for work and have cut 
out and boiled down until now 
we have 80 men with dependents 
who must be supplied with vary¬ 
ing amounts of work each month. 

“Each case has been studiea 
individually. If a man has four 
children and a sick wife he must 
have more days employment that 
a man with one child or a man 
whose wife is earning something. 
If a family is receiving help from 
relatives or from any other 
source, that has been considered. 
We have consulted experts in this 
line, people whose business is to 
budget for just such conditions. 
We may make some minor 
changes but, on the whole, our 
estimates will stand. 

“These amounts, ranging from 
$10 a month up will cover only 
bare necessities, no gasoline, no 
cigarettes, no movie tickets, just 
food, shelter, warmth, light and 
writer. But the total needed, even 
after this cutting to the bone, is 
$2085 per month. Where is the 
money coming from ? 

“We have been advised by those 
thoroughly conversant with na¬ 
tional conditions to plan a 12- 
month program, not to use up all 
resources in three or four months. 
If times improve, and some of 
these men go back to their regu¬ 
lar trades and occupations, we 
can increase the, budgets of those 
remaining to add a few com¬ 
forts, but now we are preparing 
for 12 months. The total needed 


Large shrub or

Spirea Anthony 
Waterer or the Pink Bridal 
Wreath is a compact growing 
shrub which blooms in the spring 
and summer. The flowers are 
deep rosy-pink. The old flower- 
buds should be cut off in order 
to keep the bloom coming on. 
Spirea Reavesana is the Double 
White Bridal Wreath which 
blooms in the early spring and 
is as white as if covered with 
snow. Spirea Van Houtte is the 
large single variety. 

Cut I.eaf Persian Lilac: This is 
a small or medium sized shrub 
and one you can always depend 
upon to give an abundance of 
sweet smelling blooms in the late 
winter. It is lilac colored. 

Tamerix is a large shrub with 
delicate slender branches which 
are useful in floral decorations, 
especially where long sprays are 
desired for large vases or baskets.

"Mall early—last minute pack¬ 
ages are bound to get a certain 
amount of rough handling. There 
will be no deliveries on Christmas 
Day anywhere in the country, ex¬ 
cept specials. If unavoidably late, 
better use a special delivery 
stamp also. But it is wiser to be 
a day early than a day late. 

“To patrons who are In the 
habit of putting out letters on 
their boxes I would suggest that 
they take a few seconds and face 
all those letters one way and top¬ 
side up. The carriers are not re¬ 
quired to pick up letters from 
private boxes but do it gladly as 
an accommodation, but with bag 
and hands full, it gives a car¬ 
rier the jitters to gather in 10 or 
12 letters upside down and 
wrongslde to from one box and, 
before he has them straightened 
out, he is at the next box gath¬ 
ering In another mess of scram¬ 
bled mall. He has to turn them in 
at the post office in order and, 
during the rush, his seconds are 
much more crowded than yours. 

"Remember rates on English 
and Canadian letters have been 
raised. Five cents for the first 
ounce to England and three cents 
for each additional ounce, three 
cents for post cards. Canada, 
three cents an ounce on letters 
and two cents for cards.
